crowned when the Welsh u nder Ro-

Mawr rev olted 
from Mercian 
ov erlordship . 
Bu rhred called u p on his 
own lieg e, Aethelwu lf, king of 
the 
West Sax ons, and between them they 
su bdu ed Lloy d Georg e’s ancestors aft­ 
er a bloody war. 
To celebrate the v ic­ 
tory 
and 
cement 
fu rther 
relations 
Bu rhred 
married 
Aetlielswy th, 
the 
dau g hter of Aethelwu lf, 
and p eace 
seemed once more insu red to Britain. 
Bu t in 8 68 came the Danes in nev er- 
ending flood, and soon they had in- 
renched 
themselv es in Notting ham, 
a menace to all the Island. 
Bu rhred 
sou g ht the help of his brother-in-law, 
Aethelred, then reig ning ov er the West 
Sax ons, who tog ether with his y ou ng er 
brother, afterw ard the g reat Alfred, 
sp ed to Mercian aid. 
The Sax on army 
adv anced ag ainst the mig ht of Den­ 
mark, then serene behind the stone 
walls of Notting ham. 
Neither feint 
nor sieg e cou ld dislodg e the enemy , 
so p resently the British made p eace 
and relu ctantly tu rned home. 
In aft­ 
er y ears King Alfred mu st hav e bit­ 
terly reg retted that lie did not p re­ 
v ail u p on bis elders to sit before Not­ 
ting ham 
u ntil 
its 
defenders 
were 
starv ed ou t, for he had many a bard- 
fou g ht battle before him as a resu lt 
of Danish occu p ation. 
At all ev ents, one may be su re p oor 
Bu rg red ru ed the decision, 
fo r six 
y ears later the wily horsemen, seizhr; 
a fav orable moment, ov erran the help ­ 
less Mercians and forced their kin.t: 
to fly for Ids life. 
Reaching tie* continent, lie made 
his way to Rome and there, already 
forg otten at home, he died and tv ;;- 
bu rled in the St. Mary ’s chamber o !

NEW GOVERNMENT WELCOMED 


Bloodless d’Etat Led By For- NUDE BODY OF 


Wood Asks Money for This Leper Colony

Greek government, under the pre­ 
miership of Mickalakopoulos has been 
deposed and a new government under 
m ilitary control is i n st a I I e d at 
Athens.. 
The 
revolutionary 
move­ 
ment started at dawn simultaneously 
in Athens and 
Saloniki, 
when anti­ 
government forces, after a brief and 
harmless fusilade, seized 
the tele­ 
gram offices and cut communication. 
The military movement 
had been 
foreseen for several days, but up to 
the last minute the government bad 
declared itself master of the si tuft*:'..ii 
and was absolutely convinced of the 
loyalty of the troops. 
General Panealos issued an ulti­ 
matum to the government, demand­ 
ing its resignation and holding the 
ministry responsible for any blood­ 
shed. 
At the same 
time 
an ultimatum 
was issued by Admiral Hadjikiriakos, 
former minister of marine, who was 
aboard the warship, Averof, and by 
the commander 
of the troops 
at 
Saloniki. 
The whole of the Athens g a rris o n 
did not at first declare in favor > 
f 
the revolution, and Permier Michaia- 
kopoulous and his cabinet 
remained 
in session in the parliament building 
guarded by loyal troops. 
In the afternoon General Pangalos 
and his staff took up g a r t e r s at the 
war ministry, where he assumed the 
attitude of leader of the revolution 
the meantime the 
government 
re­ 
signed, and the provisional president 
of the republic, Admiral Coundouri- 
otis, sent out an urgent summons to 
the parliamentary leaders. 
Tho there were possibilities of a 
really serious situation 
had a col­ 
lision between the troops of the two 
parties occurred, the revolution from 
a military standpoint was a mild af­ 
fair, and, 
except for a few 
blank 
cartridges fired, nothing that seemed 
like war 
happened. 
Revolutionary 
troops are 
protecting public 
build­ 
ings, and General Pangalos received 
an offer from Saloniki that troops 
would be sent to the capital if he so 
desired. 
This w’as not necessary* 
The populace seems strangely un­ 
moved by the event, and is evidently 
becoming accustomed to such coups, 
which have been increasingly 
fre­ 
quent in recent years. 
Pangalos issued 
a manifesto de­ 
claring that in acting as he did he 
was merely carrying out the wishes 
of the people, who demanded the re­ 
demption 
and purification 
of the 
country. 
The care with . w hich the revolu­ 
tion was engineered is evidenced by 
the elaborate preparations made in 
the principal garrisons thruout the 
country, where agents of the revolu­ 
tion seem to have found fertile soil 
to work upon. 
The adherence of the 
entire fleet has put the seal of suc­ 
cess upon Greece’s latest coup d ’etat. 
The discontent of the officers to 
which the movement was chiefly due- 
was caused by 
the feeling 
that the 
Michalakopoulos cabinet had not paid 
sufficient attention to the reorganiza­ 
tion of the military forces and had 
neglected 
to develop 
the 
national 
riches of the country, while Its for­ 
eign policy had achieved only failure 
notably with regard to Serbia and 
Turkey. 
The officers further com­ 
plained that 
too great 
concessions 
had 
had 
afforded 
foreign 
capital, 
making Greece financially tributary 
to foreigners. 
All the 
leaders 
of the 
military 
movement are strong republicans and 
are anxious to set up a more demon* 
cratic government.

Scarcely w as h • 
crowned w hen the Welsh under Ko

B urhred called upon Ids 
own liege, 
Aethelwulf, 
king of the 
W est Saxons, and betw een them they 
subdued Lloyd George’s ancestors a ft­ 
er a bloody war.

fu rth e r 
relations 
Burhred 
m arried 
A ethelsw yth, 
the 
daughter 
of A ethelw ulf, 
and 
peace 
seem ed once m ore insured to Britain 
B ut in 868 cam e the D anes In never 
ending flood, and soon they had In 
1 ranched 
them selves 
in 
Nottingham , 
a m enace to all the island. 
B urhred 
sought the help of Ids brother-in-law, 
A e th e re d , then reigning over tile West 
Saxons, who together with Ids younger 
brother, a fte rw a rd the g re a t Alfred, 
sped to M ercian aid.

advanced against the m ight of Den 
mark, then serene behind tile stone 
walls of 
N ottingham .
